A HEROINE AT 
SEVENTY YEARS 


Mrs. E. Lee Saved Many Lives 
From Fire. 


BOARDING HOUSE ABLAZE. 


ALL THE 125 SLEEPING PERSONS 
AW AEKENED. 


———— 


In Face of Flame and Smoke the Old 
Lady Hobbled From Room to 
Room and Was the Last to 
Leave the Building. 


A fire in the boarding house of Mrs. E. 
Lee, at 142% Locust street, earty Friday 
morning endangered the lives of 1% persons. 
That a holocaust was averted is due to 
the presence of mind of a 70-year-old wom- 
an.

the house. 

About 4 o’clock Thursday morning Mrs. 
Lee, who occupies a rear room on the sec- 
ond floor, was awakened by a cloud of 
smoke blowing in her face. Though bent 
and feebie, the aged woman was not 
aiarmed. Hobbling into the hallway she 
pressed an electric bell, which sounded 
through the building. As she did so a sheet 
of flame shot up tho back stairway. Still 
disregarding her own safety she ascended 
to the floor above to make certain the 
guests were arouse’. 

An instant later Panic-stricken men and 
women were running in all directions. The 
ery of ‘Fire’ from the outside increased 
their terror. 

In the crush Mrs. Lee was forgotten. The 
excitement had given her fresh energy, and. 
though neariy suffocated from the smoke, 
she reached the street in safety. 

Mrs. Lee’s daughter, Mrs. C. L. James, 
and M-.sses Ada and Annie Lee, who were 
in the room adjoining their mother, had a 
harrow escape. They were fast asleep when 
they heard Mrs. Lee call: 

“Get up, girls, the house is on fire!’’ 
The young women were stiffiing when they 
reached the ground floor, and it was some 
time before they were revived. 
Meanwhile a policeman had turned tn an 
alarm. W.thin a few minutes the firemen 
were on the scene. The guests, of whoma 
major.ty were women, stood shivering on 
the sidewalk. Most of them were in their 
night clothes.

Several of the guests had thrilling ex- 
periences. 
“T heard Mrs. Lee pounding on my door,” 
sa’'d Mrs. John Karsch, “‘and it was some 
moments before I realized our danger. .My 
husband thought I was only joking. With 
my baby I rushed [nto the hailway, and as 
I did a gust of smoke almost blinded me. 
There were some young ladies in the rooms 
on either side of us and J rapped hard on 
the doors before they answered. One of them 
came running down with an umbreia over 
her head.”’ 
Immed'‘ately hext to the pantry, where the 
fire was burning with fury, were the fo.low- 
ing named milliners: M:ss Jessie Patrick of 
Fort Worth, Tex.; Miss Bettle West, Merid- 
ian. Mss.;. Miss McCrimmon, Fayettvi'le, 
Ark.. and Miss May Nelson. The smoke 
had entirely filled their apartment, thopgh 
none awoke till they heard others come 
rushing pell mell down the stairway.

“Either it was caused,” said Miss Ada Lee, 
“by a rat upsetting a box of matches, or 
e'se it was the work of an enemy. Certa‘'n

THE WELCOME AT NEW YORK 
WILL NOT BE OFFICIAL. 


CABINET OFFICERS NOT THERE. 


No Member of the President’s Official 
Family Has Accepted the In- 
vitations Sent. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—The President 
will not go to New York to welcome Dewey 
and each Cabinet officer who has been in- 
vited will decline. 

It is said that official etiquette does not 
permit these officials to take part in such 


a demonstration to an officer of the army 
or navy. Members of the administration 
are something apart from the common 
herd. Dewey must pay his respects to the 
Secretary of the Navy and the Pres.dent 
before any official attentions can be- 
Stowed upon him. 

According to the present plans, Admiral 
Dewey will reach Washington just about 
dark Monday night, Octeber 2. 

He will be escorted to the reviewing stand 
at the Treasury Department, whence he 
will witness the parade and the illumina- 
tion of the city. The main feature of the 
illumination will be red fire. It is planned 
to have 200 men dressed in white sailors’ 
uniforms and caps stationed along the line 
of the parade on either side of the street, 
who will burn torches of red fire as the 
process.on passes. These torches will be 
held at least twelve fe@t from the ground, 
so that the smoke may Not obscure the 
view of the parade, and aye calculated to 
make Pennsylvania avenué a biaze of red 
light. Besides this feature there: wtil be 
batteries stationed along the line of march, 
which will throw tri-colored stars from 
either side of the street in such a manner 
as to ferm a cont.nuous arch of fire. 
Aerial fireworks will be freely used, while 
the dome of the capital wil! be illumin- 
ated in a fitting manner. Whether this will 
be done by throw ng upon it the rays of 
numerous searchliehts or whether it will be 
lighted up by some other means has not 
yet been determined, but the result is cer- 
tain to be obtained.

DID SHAW. CONFESS2 


ALLEGED ACCOMPLICE ARRESTED 
UPON REPORTER’S CHARGES. 


SAY HE KNEW OF THE. DEED. 


Former Sweetheart Bitter Against the 
Man Accused of Murdering His 
Mother and Grandmother. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 15.—As the result 
of an alieged confession of Eli Shaw, re- 
cently aqcuitted of the charge of having 
kil.ed his mother and grandmother, Eugene 
| Darnell, a bookkeeper, aged 29, has been 
arrested charged with being an accessory 
after the fact. The arrest was made upon 
complaint of a reporter of the Times, who 
swears that Shaw yesterday confessed to 
him on the street that he ki.led his mother 
and grandmother. The story of the re- 

rter is that Shaw ‘told him that he and 

arnell started eariy the night of the mur- 
der, in order to see phases of fast life in 
Camden. They ran. short of cash and re- 
turned to the house, which later became 
the scene of murder, in search of more 
money. Darnell went up into a third-story 
room and fell agleep, He was aroused by 
the report of a pistol and was hurried out 
of the house by Shaw. 

The reporter is“ Willlam H. Hay and, 
Howard K. Sloan, an associa’e, makes affi- 
davit that he also heard Shaw s confession. 

Darnell denies that he was with Snaw 
the night of the murder and says that he 
will sue for damages for libel. Shaw says: 

“I shall have those two reporters ar- 
rested for rjury: They followed me 
around and kept. making statements which 
I was compelied to answer in some way. 
Upon these repiliet.of mine, made when I 
was trying to get rid of them, they have 
based their story. I never made a con- 
fession; I never committeed the crime.”’ 

It was Maybelle Neil-on’s testimony that 
freed Shaw. Miss Neilson swooned as 
soon as she left the court. 

The prosecution had tried to show that 
Shaw had murdered his mother and grand- 
mother to obtain money with which to fur- 
nish @ house in which he and his bride-to- 
be—Miss Neil son—were to ‘ive. 

Miss Neilson convinced the jury that the 
Shen gene had no case on this point, she 
| having plenty of money in her own right 
and this money she devoted. to clearing 
Shaw of the crime charged against him. 

After his acquittal there was an  es- 
trangement and Shaw began paying atten- 
tions. to ‘Miss Eva Wood of Camden. Re- 
centiy Miss ‘Neilson, hearing that Miss 
Wood and Shaw were engaged to be mar- 
ried, said: 

“I broke off the engagement with Shaw 
when I found what sort of.a man he really 
is. He shou.d be loathed as a viper. He 
| should be drummed out of town. He 
should ‘tbe prevented from marrying or de- 
ceiving any decent Woman, and if I can do 
it, I shall.” 

On hearing of Shaw’s attachment for her, 
Maybelle Neilson’s mother declared that 
she would make a start:ing disclosure re- 
garding Shaw; that he was not fit for 
any respec‘able girl, and that the wrecking 
of Miss Wood's iife must éaventually fol- 
low, if she became his wife. Miss Wood 
declared that no- statement, however ter- 
_rib’e, could alter her love for Shaw. Many 
of her friends believe that she has been 
hypnotized. Miss Neilson now says that 
she was hypnotized by Shaw.

LEGISLATION WILL FAIL. 
Judge Foulke of Indiana on Laws to 
Suppress Trusts. 

Judge William Dudley Foulke of Rich- 

mond, Ind., said in part: 

“It is my belief that the efforts of State 
legislation totally to extinguish al) forms 
of monopoly are Soomed to pitiable failure 
and that there are intrinsic difficulties in 
ail kinds of legislation intended to have 
this. effect. It {s safe to say that ihe laws 
enacted up to the present time have been 
worse than useless. Trusts never grew s0 
rapid!y before as they have since the en- 
actment of these statutes. If you seek to 
prevent the union of many men of large 
capital, how can you frame a law so that 
it will not also apply to the union of a few 
men with small capital, and if you abolish 
every partnership and every unton you 
take awav the only possibi'ity which the 
small capitalist has of entering initio suc- 
cessful] trade at all. 

“Whether there be any repeal of the 
protective system or not {t could well be 
abolished in those cases where the in- 
dustry is in the hands of a monopoly. 

“It is evident that the power to suppress 
these combinations, to be effective, must 
reside in the general government. If the 
States attempt to act separately the cor- 
porations will all flock to those few com- 
monwealths where they find the greatest 
immunity and ful’est protection. Under our 
Federal Constitution, while a single State 
cou'd prevent a corporation from doing 
business directly. it could not prevent the 
sale of articles manufactured In pursu- 
ance of corporate powers lawfully grant- 
ed by any other State. 

“And yet, if the national power is to be 
invoked to overthrow our manotfacturing 


mnopolies. this must be done by means of | 
an amendment to the constitution, placing | 


all such industries under the power of Con- 
gress. But when Congress shall control all 
the elements of production throughout the 
nation, the manufacture and sate of all 
things by which we live, State lines w'll be- 
come verv sbadowy things in the presence 
of the-great forces of a consolidated repub- 
lic. Are the people of America ready for 
such a change? 

“The fact is, and we might as well real- 
ize it, that the total destruction of thes 
agrgregations of capital is morally impossi- 
ble. A great economic tendency, supported 
by an economic law, cannot be overthrown 
by mere enactments. 

“Rut if legislation cannot overthrow mon- 
opoly, can it not control and guide these 
mighty agencies? The reform of the tariff 
laws and of the laws regarding taxation 
will do something. The requirement of pub- 
licity wil’ do a great deal more—will Invite 
what still remains of competition in cases 
where prices are exeessive—will largely

‘It may be that the time wl!l come wien

AMERICAN JOCKEYS POPULAR. 


Tod Sloan and His Fellow Countrymen 
Have Many Admirers in England. 
J. 8. McDonald, the astute English turf 

writer, whose er:ticisms of equine per- 

formances have attracted attention in this 
country, has recently been studying the 
racing game over in England. 

“The success o ockeys S'‘oan, Martin 
and Reiff on the English turf,” said he, 
“has already had the effect of encouraging 
ambitious youngsters with no knowledge of 
riding to enter into compet.tion with the 
Freddy Archers of the present day, ana in 
consequence trainers are kept busy turning 
down very respectable applicants, 6ome of 
whom would be given the cold shoulder by 
their family connections {f they succeeded 
in attaching themselves to a stable. 

“To very young men, possessed of folks 

who are not inclitred to be liberal in dis- 
pens Ro pin money, the prospect of acquir- 
ing wealth as well as glory on the turf is 
somewhat alluring. 
“There is a popular impression that, if a 
jockey does not rapidly make money it is 
entirely hs own fault, but how many 
qualified riders are picking up horseshoes 
and doing other equaily lucky thirgs, in 
the hope that it may bring them a mount, 
and squandering their slender savings on 
railway fares on t@e off chance of some- 
thing happen!ng? 

“When a crack jockey Is requested by a 
wealthy owner to make a long journey he 
will likely find a handsome retainer inter- 
leaved in the note, and he ts eure of a 
1 beral allowance for expenses. If he pulls 
the race off. as he probably has a great 
chance of doirg, he returns home with a 
serviceable souvenir of the victory, 

“Yet many riders—men of stering ability, 
too, but to whom a single sovereign wou. 
be a godsend—offer their services free with 
the stipulation that in the event of their 
mount winn.ng they are on perhaps a pony 
—to use an English expression—(£25) to 
nothing. But their patrons—eminent red- 
herring merchants and the like—are flying 
at a sport somewhat above them, and their 
horses, not long even second-raters, may 
journeys to the post are made without pro- 
ducing a placed horse, far tess a winner.
